^ Health care: When Romney called the in- 
dividual mandate of Obama's health-care Law 
a penalty and then a tax, it weakened his abili- 
ty to attack Obama on health care.

But moving to the middle is a danger- 
ous endeavor for a politician who's been ac- 
cused of changing his core positions to ac- 
commodate political realities. 

^ Staying in the spotlight: Without the bully 
pulpit the presidency allows, staying in the 
spotlight through the Olympic Games and 
Long summer vacations will be challenging. 

^ Defining himself: Romney's policies still

Weary happy valley 
tries to move on after 
child-abuse scandal 

State College, Pa. 

They’ve had to reconcile the school 
whose sports programs vow “suc- 
cess with honor” with one of the 
worst scandals in sports history. 

Almost inconceivably, they have 
been forced to reconsider the integ- 
rity and iconic status of the late 
Joe Paterno, the longtime football 
coach whose program helped turn 
a school focused on agriculture into 
one of the nation’s biggest and most 
respected research universities. 

In the wake of the Jerry San- 
dusky child sex-abuse scandal — 
and a report that said school offi- 
cials hid accusations against him 
— the school is bracing for civil law- 
suits and perhaps NCAA sanctions. 
Meanwhile, Penn Staters are tr3dng 
to protect Happy Valley, the almost- 
too-good-to-be-true nickname for 
the campus enclave at the foot of 
Mount Nittany and the protective 
veil the community feels in its cen- 


tral Pennsylvania home. 

“I think it’s one of the finest uni- 
versities around, and the crimes of 
a few doesn’t dictate the universit5A’s 
reputation,” said Craig Lehnowsky, 
whose son just finished getting 
three degrees in eight years. 

On Thursday, former FBI Direc- 
tor Louis Freeh issued a report that 
said Paterno, former university 
President Graham Spanier and two 
other school administrators bur- 
ied allegations against Sandusky 
out of a desire to “avoid the conse- 
quences of bad publicity.” 

After all these months, many 
have come to the conclusion that 


the school is still the same tight- 
knit, happy place they imagined 
it to be. Others contend that the 
Happy Valley image is a construct 
and that the Freeh report con- 
firmed the way Penn State has 
been run for years: to protect the 
school at all costs to avoid nega- 
tive publicity. 

Penn Staters also want to move 
on. “It’s a new coach, it’s a new 
team,” said Christian Beveridge, 
40, a masonry restoration worker 
who grew up near the campus and 
was working on a building there 
Thursday. “We’re going to keep on

Falls Church

Parents mull how 
should teens handle 
money in eollege 

Personal Finance 

Parents of college-bound students 
have a decision to make as offers 
stream in for their soon-to-depart 
teenagers: Should they send their 
freshmen off to campus armed with 
a debit or credit card to learn how 
to handle money? Or is it better 
to keep firm control through the 
Bank of Mom and Dad? 

The Credit Card Act that took 
effect two and a half years ago made 
it more difficult for anyone under 21 
to get a card. But under-21s can still 
obtain a credit card if they have a 
qualified co-signer or proof of suf- 
ficient income to repay the debt. 
That makes parents, as the likeliest 
co-signers, more involved. 


Credit Card Solo 

Credit card issuers have differing 
standards in determining whether 
an applicant under 21 has the abili- 
ty to make payments. Some may say 
it’s enough if he or she has a job and 
can afford the minimum monthly 
payment. That can take the decision 
out of Mom and Dad’s hands. 


Co-Signed Credit Card 

Co-signing should only be an option 
if the student can use a credit card 
responsibly, says Bill Hardekopf, 
who operates LowCards.com, a 
credit card comparison site. If so, 
a card with a very low limit is a 
good way to start building cred- 
it without undue risk. 


Some students under 21 have 
upperclassmen, friends or siblings 
sign for them to avoid parental has- 
sles. But if the student can’t pay, the 
co-signer is responsible for all the 
debt, and the credit history of both 
parties will be affected. 

Secured Credit Card 

These cards are backed by prepaid 
deposits, making them more man- 
ageable as well as easy to obtain. 
Cards that report to a credit agency 
can help build the student’s credit 
score. When applying for a card, ask 
which agencies it reports to. 


Debit Card 

If you don’t think your college kid is 
ready for a credit card, you can opt 
for a debit card linked to a check- 
ing account. But these cards don’t 
help build credit scores. 

Prepaid Card 

These cards work like debit cards 
but are not connected to checking 
accounts. Many can be registered 
online for reviewing transactions 
and balances. Although less risky, 
they don’t come with the same pro- 
tections as credit and debit cards if 
lost or stolen, dave carpenter (ap)

Red Cross rebrands 
16-month conflict 
after reports of a 
new massacre 

Damascus, Syria 

Syria’s l6-month bloodbath crossed an 
important symbolic threshold Sunday 
as the international Red Cross formal- 
ly declared the conflict a civil war, a 
status with implications for potential 
war crimes prosecutions. 

The statement came as U.N. observ- 
ers gathered details on what happened 
in a village where dozens were report- 
ed killed in a regime assault. After a 
second visit Sunday to Tremseh, the 
team said Syrian troops went door- 
to-door in the village, checking resi- 
dents’ IDs, killing some of them and 
taking others away. 

According to the U.N., the attack 
appeared targeted at army defectors 
and activists. “Pools of blood and brain 
matter were observed in a number of 
homes,” a U.N. statement said. 

On Sunday, Syria denied U.N. 
claims that government forces had 
used heavy weapons such as tanks, 
artillery and helicopters during the 
attack Thursday in Tremseh. 

Syrian Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Jihad Makdissi said the violence 


was not a massacre — as activists 
and many foreign leaders have said 
— but a military operation targeting 
armed fighters who had taken control 
of the village. 

“What happened wasn’t an attack 
on civilians,” Makdissi said. He said 
37 gunmen and two civilians were 
killed, a far lower toll than the one put 
forward by activists, who estimated 
the dead at more than 100. 

The U.N. has implicated President 
Bashar Assad’s forces in the assault. 

But some of the evidence suggest- 
ed that, rather than an outright shell- 
ing of civilians, the violence in Trem- 
seh may have been a lopsided fight 
between the army pursuing the oppo- 
sition and activists and locals. Near-

“We are now talking about a non- 
international armed conflict in the 
country,” International Committee 
of the Red Cross spokesman Hicham 
Hassan said. Previously, the ICRC 
had restricted its assessment to the 
hotspots of Idlib, Homs and Hama, 
but Hassan said the group had deter- 
mined the violence has widened. 

The ICRC has previously hesitat- 
ed to call it a civil war, as have others, 
including the U.N. That is because the 
rules of war override and to an extent 
suspend laws that apply in peacetime, 
including the rights to life, free speech 
and peaceful assembly. 

Stephen M. Saideman, an interna- 
tional affairs expert, doubted wheth- 
er the declaration would change any- 
thing significant on either side. 

Assad and his supporters won’t 
stop fighting because they have too 
much to lose, Saideman said. The 
opposition “can have their spirits lift- 
ed by this, but they have been fight- 
ing a civil war for quite a while.”

Why Does the 
Label Matter?

Ac- 
tivists’ death toll estimates 
ranged from 100 to 152, but 
they expected those fig- 
ures to rise. 

What’s Next? 

Damascus still has some 
key allies, including Russia 
and Iran. Butthe Kremlin 
said Sunday that President 
Vladimir Putin will meet 
Tuesday with U.N. special 
envoy Kofi Annan, who is 
seeking to keep alive his 
peace efforts. Iranian For- 
eign Minister AliAkbar 
Salehi also said Tehran is 
readyto invite Syrian en- 
voys for talks, according to 
media reports.

Of ‘Margaret’ 


After 7 years and some 
Legal disputes, a director’s 
mishandled masterpiece 
is finally out in the world 

Film 

After lawsuits, endless editing delays 
and a theatrical release so miniscule it 
spawned a social media campaign, Ken- 
neth Lonergan’s “Margaret” finally got 
a moment to celebrate. 

The plajAwright-director debuted his 
preferred, 188-minute cut of the film in 
a kind of belated premiere last week in 
New York. The event was a culmination 
of support for what some consider an 
unfairly treated masterpiece. 


“Margaret,” Lonergan’s follow-up 
to 2000’s “You Can Count on Me,” was 
shot in 2005, but the director struggled 
to make an edit of 150 minutes or less, as 
he was obligated to do. Lonergan sought 
help from others, including Martin Scors- 
ese, who, with his editor, Thelma Schoon- 
maker, made a cut of their own. 

Squabbles ensued with producer Gary 
Gilbert. Fox Searchlight sued Gilbert, who 
countersued. Finally, last year, a cut sec- 
onds shy of 150 minutes was released in 
just two theaters. 

That backstory has made “Margaret” 
one of the most curious releases in recent 
years and added a new chapter to the 
history of Holljrwood tussles over edit- 
ing control. Some critics loved the film, 
including Roger Ebert, who called the

Matt Damon, who co-stars as a teach- 
er in the film, says the process had been 
“devastating” for Lonergan: “He didn’t 
want to give up, and he’s put his whole 
soul into this thing to the exclusion of any 
other work he could have been doing.” 

At the New York event, Lonergan spoke 
without anger over the film’s troubles, but 
a kind of sanguine acceptance. 

“It was never a play,” he replied to one 
question. “It was always an epic, master- 
piece film.”

Film producer Richard Zanuck, 
who won the best picture Oscar 
for “Driving Miss Daisy” and was 
involved in such blockbuster films 
as “Jaws” and “The Sting,” died Fri- 
day of a heart attack. He was 77. 

Zanuck’s run of successes as 
an independent producer rivaled 
the achievements of his legend- 
ary father, Darryl F. Zanuck, who 
reigned over 20th Century Fox from 
the 1930s until age and chang- 
ing audience tastes brought him 
down in 1971. 

The independent production 
company the younger Zanuck 
founded with David Brown pro- 
duced “The Sting” in 1973, as well 
as Steven Spielberg’s first feature 
film, “The Sugarland Express,” in 
1974 and Spielberg’s first blockbust- 
er, “Jaws,” in 1975. “The Sting” also 
won the best movie Oscar, although 
Zanuck and Brown were not listed 
as its producers. “Jaws” was nom- 
inated for best picture. 

“In 1974, Dick Zanuck and I sat 
in a boat off Martha’s Vineyard and 
watched the mechanical shark sink 
to the bottom of the sea,” Spiel- 
berg recalled in a statement. “Dick 
turned to me and smiled. ‘Gee, I 
sure hope that’s not a sign.’ That 
moment forged a bond between
